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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Becker (US patent no. 5,861,891) teaches "a 
method of generating a coloured or shaded texture for images... providing a plurality of shape elements, each shape element defining a 
surface..." when he produces a smooth volume image in an opacity splat plot (col. 2 .lines 17-28). An image consisting of shapes and 
Becker's application in relations to opacity. Furthermore, Becker providing each of the shape elements with an opacity which varies over 
its surface when he discloses the variation in opacity from a peak at the center to zero point (col. 4, lines 9-13; fig. 7a) . 
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
